Bird Day at Franklin Park 


The following will be of interest to 
the members of the Andover Natural 
History society or those interested in 
the study of birds. 

It may be news to most people that 
some of the best localities for birds in 
their spring migration are situated in 
or near Franklin Park, Boston. A few 
ornithologists and bird lovers know 
these places, and this may account 


for the fact that the State Grange 


Committee on the Protection of Wild 
Birds chose the Park as the place to 
celebrate Bird Day on Saturday, May 
22, in cooperation with the State Board 
of Agriculture, and the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. The. Boston Zoo, 
with its great flying cage and.its bird 
tenants will be a revelation to those 
who have not seen it. 

The formal exercises will take place 
near the refectory in the afternoon. 
At 10:30 a.m. an Audubon exhibition 
of bird houses, nesting boxes, bird 
feeding applicances and bird literature 
will be held. 

12:30 is set for a basket lunch. 

At 2 o’clock the formal exercises 
begin, when the Mayor of Boston will 
give an address of welcome. He will 
be followed by Mrs. George S. Ladd, 
Lecturer of the Massachusetts State 
Grange, who is an enthusiast in bird 
work. The State Ornithologist will 
speak of interesting and amusing 
phases of his work. Edward E. Chap- 
man, Master of the State Grange will 
tell of The Grange as a Factor to 
Community Service. Wilfred Wheeler, 
Secretary of the State Board of Agric- 
culture will talk on The Utility of 
Birds to Agriculture. Dr. Harris Ken- 
nedy, General Manager of the Milton 
Bird Club, will tell how to build a 
bird club, and Winthrop Packard, 
Secretary of the Massachusetts Aud- 
ubon Society, will speak on Bird Study 
for Boys and Girls, referring partic- 
ularly to the work of the Junior Aud- 
ubon classes. 

There will be bird walks through 
portions ofithe Park and nearby lands, 
conducted by members of Bird Clubs 
near Boston.

Ballardvale 


Down in Ballardvale during the past 
week they have held a public meeting 
to promote the establishment of a 
swimming pool. This is a good thing, 
It is a good thing to see any part of the 
town aroused to make better conditions 
and more attractive features for the 
people who live in the neighborhood. 
We cannot help suggesting to our good 
friends of Ballardvale, however, that 
they need a public meeting devoted to 
a more crying evil existing at the present 
time than even the suggestion of an 
attempt at greater cleanliness. We 
understand that cleanliness is only 
“next to godliness”, and if there is a 
section of this State where there exists 
a more' flagrant violation of the laws of 
the State relative to the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors than exists in Bal- 
lardvale, and has existed there for many 
years, we have no knowledge of it. 

Ballardvale needs another public 
meeting, and it should devote that 
public meeting to the appointment of a 
vigilance committee, if necessary, creat- 
ed for the purpose of driving out of the 
community certain men who have done 
more, through the illegal sale of liquor 
in debauching the people down there, 
to make Ballardvale an unattractive 
place to live in, than all other factors 
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there, positive and negative combined. 

Some recent happenings: in that 
section in connection with one of the 
town departments are not at all to the 
credit of the community or the men who 
had pert in them. The biggest issue 
in Ballardvale is driving out the illegal 
rum-seller, and we should like to see 
Ballardvale have another public meet- 
ing and do some housecleaning along 
these lines.

One of the latest matters up for dis- 
cussion, well on the way to its passage, 
is a bill to: provide for. half-holidays for 
State employees, bringing the hours of 
labor for such people down to forty-four 
hours a week—a wicked. proposition at 
this:time when conditions in Massachu- 
setts are so serious because. of the 
burden brought upon the people by the 
cost of} government that the goose that 
lays the golden egg to support it all is 
having a lot of its feathers pulled out 
and is- becoming. very footsore and 
weary, The. State can’t stand it, and 
if it could, it should not because of its 
effect upon the general industrial situ- 
ation, which makes this act a precedent 
upon which all sorts of labor will demand 
the same kind of a concession, leading 
ultimately to a forty-hour-a-week sched- 
ule, 

Massachusetts is today more serious- 
ly- handicapped by labor. laws, all of 
which practically started in this same 
way; than by any other factor operating 
to injure business. Hardly a session of 
the Legislature passes without adding 
to this burden, and the time has come 
to call a halt. A combination of loud- 
mouthed agitators and weak-kneed, 
incompetent. legislators, without the 
ability to say anything or do anything, 


‘{ is responsible for this situation. e 


‘handwriting is written pretty boldly, 
and it ought not to be difficult for the 
voters to appreciate the duty resting 
upon them to remedy this situation.

Andover Savings Bank Makes Record of Four Score

The first By-Laws of the Corporation 
as adopted at this meeting are in their

The Treasurers have been three in 
Mr. John Flint, the father 
of our President today, served from the 
beginning of the bank until September 
30, 1870, a period of thirty-five years 
and seven months. During this long 
period Mr. Flint led the bank from its 
birth through the length of time al- 
lotted to a generation. To him fell the 
task of foundation work upon which the 
structure should stand, and he builded: 
well, as several incidents in the records 
show. 3 

In the first place the bank began pay- 
ing dividends from the start and has 
never to this day passed one; and the 
extra dividends which were declared in 
those days, make one wish for a return of 
the good old times.

In October, 1843, the first steps 
were taken for an examination and audit 
of the books and-accounts of the Treas- 
urer. A committee of three was ‘ap- 
pointed for this purpose, and these men 
constituted the first Auditing Sh 
mittee of the bank—Messrs, ios 
Abbot, ‘Nathaniel Swift and 
The office of Vice-President did’ hot 
exist until January 1, 1877, when Mr. 
John Abbot was chosen to fill the ‘po- 
sition. To him falls the honor of being 
the first Vice-President. 

The bank has had eight Presidents, 
and I shall only briefly refer to each. 
Dea. Amos Abbot was elected to the 
position February 9, 1835, and served 
until January 6, 1845, ten years. I take 
sy following facts from a sketch of his 

e. | 
Born in 1786 in Andover; known. as a 
Merchant and Politician, Several times 
a member of both branches of the Legis- 
lature; three times a member of Con- 
gress; four years Post-Master at Ando- 
ver; *three years Highway Surveyor; 
three years Town Clerk; six years Town 
Treasurer; School Committee for three 
years; Moderator at Town Meeting one 
year; Clerk of the Market four years; 
Hog Reave two years, and a Deacon in 
the South Church. He was very active 
during the Civil War in addressing 
gatherings for the purpose of raising 
volunteers. 

Highly respected and much beloved, 
he was a great favorite generally. He 
died in Andover in 1868, aged 82. 

N. W. Hazen, Esq., the second Presi- 
dent, served from #845 to 1852—seven 
years. He was born in Bridgton, Maine, 
in 1800. During early life he went 
South and became a tutor in the family 
of a Confederate general. Later he 
came to Andover and became a lawyer 
of considerable prominence in this 
vicinity. Died in Andover in 1887. 

Mr. Samuel Gray, the third Presi- 
dent, served as such for nine years, or 
until 1861. He was the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Merrimack Mutual 
Insurance Company for a period of forty 
years, or until 1875, when he became 
President of the Company; he died in 
1881. He was succeeded by Nathaniel 
Swift who was the fourth President, and 
who served from 1861 to 1879, the time 
of his death, a period of eighteen years. 
Mr. Swift was a business man of the 
town, keeping a store in the Swift 
building, now the Smith & Manning 
property. 

Mr. John Abbot was next chosen to 
the position, and died in office after a 
period of less than three years. He was 
a farmer and resided on Central street. 

Moses Foster was elected the sixth 
President in January, 1882; he also 
died in office after serving for thirteen 
and a half years. The date of his death 
was July 1, 1895. As is well known, 
Mr. Foster was the Cashier of the Ando- 
ver National Bank. 

Upon his death the Hon. Moses T. 
Stevens was chosen to the position, be- 
ing the seventh President, and he held 
the office from July, 1895, to January, 
1904, at which time a change in the 
State laws compelled him to resign, 
owing to his connections .with the

Institution from fire and burglars, and 
that it is the duty of the Trustees to 
take proper means to carry the same 
into effect. After examining the prem- 
ises the Committee are of opinion that 
the rooms in the Bank building now 
eccupied by Seth Shearman would be a 
safe and convenient location for the 
office of the Institution, provided they 
could be obtained, and a suitable safe 
constructed in the same, The prin- 
cipal advantage of this location is its 
contiguity to the Bank rooms in which 
a person sleeps for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the property of the bank, and 
which would afford additional protection 
to the property of this institution. 
The Committee would therefore recom- 
mend the renting of these rooms. by 
this institution provided they are made 
convenient and can be obtained at a 
reasonable rate.” 

This report was accepted and its 
recommendations were carried out. 

This is interesting as giving us the 
date. when the bank ceased its wander- 
ings and found a home in its. present 
location. In this connection it is notice- 
able that the records have nothing to 
say, except as above mentioned, of the 
various locations of the bank. From 
sources outside we learn that the bank 
commenced its career in Valpey’s Block, 
then removed to the old railroad station 
on Essex Street and after a time to the 
Swift Block, now the Smith & Man- 
ning store, and finally in 1853 to its 
present location. . 

In 1853 Mr. Flint was instrumental 
in having the name of the bank changed. 
He, with Mr. Gray, was appointed to 
petition the Legislature for a change of 
name from “The Andover Institution 
for Savings”’ to its present name, “The 
Andover Savings Bank”. An Act au- 
thorizing this change was passed in 
February, 1853. In 1854 Mr. Flint was 
convinced of the disadvantages of a 
different Investing Committee every 
three months, and through his recom- 
mendations the plan was changed to 
the present one of electing the Com- 
mittee annually. 

On August 23, 1870, Mr. Flint re- 
signed his office to take effect Septem- 
ber 30, and the same was accepted 
September 7th. He was subsequently 
elected a trustee which office he held 
until his death. 

During the month of September Dr. 
Walter H. Kimball and Mr. Moses T. 
Stevens examined the securities in the 
hands of the retiring Treasurer prepara- 
tory to transferring them to his suc- 
cessor and we have in the records a de- 
tailed statement of every investment 
held by the bank signed by this. com- 
mittee. In the choice of a new Treas- 
urer Messrs. W. H. Kimball, Solomon 
Holt and Moses T. Stevens were chosen 
to report at a later meeting one or more 
names from which to select a Treasurer. 

At the next meeting, held September 
15, this committee reported Mr. John F. 
Kimball, Mr. William Abbot and Mr.

Mr. Kimball’s term of office is so near 
contemporaneous with our time that.

Ir 1889 the old bank building was torn 
down and this bank was removed to the 
Town House where it conducted its 
' business during the erection of the pres- 
| ent building. On Memorial Day in 

1890 the bank was moved back to its 
present quarters. ' 

Under Mr. Kimball’s management the 
bank grew and prospered. He had the 
confidence of the depen toa pareee 
degree. He resigned his position in 
January, 1904, having served thirty- 
three years and three months. He was 
at the time a trustee and was at once 
elected Vice-President, which positions 
he held until his death in December, 
1913, 

The present Treasurer has been in 
office since January, 1904, having en- 
tered the bank as clerk April Ist, 1890. 

And now a word upon the growth of 
the bank during this periad 6 the 
day of its opening three deposits were 
made aggregating $850.00. Abigail 
Anderson of Andover was the first de- 
positor to the amount of $90.00. Phoebe 
J. Atkinson of Andover was the second 
to the amount of $60.00. Edward 
Pratt of Temple, N. H., was the third 
to the amount of $700.00. At the time 
of Mr. Flint’s. resignation the total 
assets were $739,327.06, the deposits 
being $722,422.47. -At the. date of Mr. 
Kimball’s retirement the total assets 
were $3,554,722.87, the deposits being 
$3,303,888.87. Today the total assets 
are $5,340,630.60, the. deposits being 
$4,779,602.95. 

DIVIDEND RECORD 
From a careful examination of the 


d records I find the bank has paid divi- 


| dends without cessation from Decem- 
ber, 1835. A regular dividend rate of 
5 per cent per annum was maintained 
year after year until 1861. During the 
Civil War, or from 1862 to 1866, in- 
clusive, the rate was 4 per cent per 
annum. During the reconstruction 
period, or from 1867 to 1875 inclusive, 
the rate was 7 per cent 
In 1876, 5} per cent was paid and for the 
remainder of the time the rate fluct- 
uates from 5 per cent to 4 per cent, or. 
in other words the bank has paid

4 per cent during 31 years, and the 

average for the period is 4.8 per 
cent.

In so far as-I have been able to 
figure it, I find the bank has received in 
deposits during its:entire careér up. to 
April Ist last the sum of $15,412,683.81. 
The total amount of dividends declared 
has been $4,893,949.16, and the total 
amounts of withdrawals has been there- 
fore about the same as the deposits, 

In looking over the list of trustees I 
find there are two men ‘who exceed all 
others in length of service. Mr. Solo- 
mon Holt was elected trustee at the 
beginning and served until 1880, a 
period of forty-five years. Hon. Moses 
T. Stevens. was elected in 1859 and 
served until 1904, likewise a period of 
forty-five years. Of the present board 
Mr. John L. Smith is the senior mem- 
ber, having been elected in 1872, and 
Mr. Flint comes next with a period of 
service dating from 1882. 

During these eighty years I find that 
seventy-two men—representative citi- 
zens of Andover and North Andover— 
have served upon the Board of Trustees. 
Those men in the list who have passed 
on contributed of their time and talents 
to building up an Institution which has 
so far merited and received the con- 
fidence of the public at large. 

The sixteen trustees who today are 
at the helm are administering a trust 
which has been inherited in a corporate 
capacity and it is. their duty to pass it 
on without blemish.
